from a total volume, to a leading successful bidder in the auction; 

conduct the auction; and after the auction has been conducted, award to the highest ranked bidder 
in the auction an amount equal to the minimum volume and an additional volume, up to the 
maximum volume, based on a factor that is related to a difference between a first ranked bid and 
a second ranked bid; and 

award to the second ranked bidder a portion of the total volume.
